INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your recorder requires two AAA batteries 
(not supplied) for power. For the best per- 
formance and longest life, we recom- 
mend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries (standard, 
alkaline, or rechargeable), or 
rechargeable batteries of different 
capacities. 


Preparation 
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1. Slide the latch beside the battery 
compartment door in the opposite 
direction from the lock's arrow. 

2. Slide the battery compartment cover 
in the direction of the arrow marked 
on it. 

3. Place the batteries over the trans- 
parent tape in the compartment 
according to the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside the compart- 
ment. 

4. Replace the cover and snap it into 
place. 

5. Slide the lock’s latch in the direction 
of the arrow to lock the cover. 

®s appears on the display to indicate the 
current status of the batteries. When c_n 
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flashes, the sound becomes weak or dis- 
torted, or the recorder stops operating 
properly, replace the batteries immedi- 
ately. 

Notes: 

• If a and BfiTT appear, remove the 
batteries, wait 20-30 seconds, then 
install new batteries. Or, press 
RESET after replacing batteries. 

• After replacing batteries, reset the 
time and the alarm if needed. See 
“Setting the Clock” on Page 15 and 
“Setting the Alarm” on Page 16. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries 

promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 
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Caution: If you do not plan to use the re- 
corder for a week or longer, remove the 
batteries. Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can destroy electronic parts. 

CONNECTING EARPHONES 

You can use an optional mono earphone 
with a Vs inch (3.5 mm) mini-plug to listen 
to your recording in private. Your local 
RadioShack store carries a wide selec- 
tion of earphones. 

Insert the earphone’s plug into the EAR 
jack. The built-in speaker automatically 
disconnects. 

Listening Safely 

To protect your hearing, follow these 
guidelines when you use earphones. 
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• Set the volume to the lowest setting 
before you begin listening. After you 
begin listening, adjust the volume to 
a comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high vol- 
ume levels. Extended high-volume 
listening can lead to permanent 
hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not 
increase it. Over time, your ears 
adapt to the volume level, so a vol- 
ume level that does not cause dis- 
comfort might still damage your 
hearing. 

Traffic Safety 

Do not wear an earphone while operating 
a motor vehicle or riding a bicycle. This 
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can create a traffic hazard and could be 
illegal in some areas. 

Even though some earphones let you 
hear some outside sounds when listening 
at normal volume levels, they still can 
present a traffic hazard. 

CONNECTING AN 
EXTERNAL MICROPHONE 

You can record using the internal micro- 
phone, or connect an optional micro- 
phone with a Va inch (3.5mm) plug to 
extend the recording range. Your local 
RadioShack store carries a wide selec- 
tion of microphones. 

Insert the microphone’s plug into the re- 
corder’s MIC jack. The built-in micro- 
phone automatically disconnects. 
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□ Clock Operation 

SETTING THE CLOCK 

Note: If you do not press a button for 
more than 30 seconds, the time display 
returns. 

1. With the time displayed, hold down 
MENU for about two seconds. The 
hour digit flashes. 

2. Repeatedly press or hold down >+h or 
m to enter the hour. P!T! appears to 
indicate a PM hour. 

3. Press MENU to store the setting. The 
minute digits flash. 

4. Repeatedly press or hold down or 
m to enter the minute. 
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5. Press MENU to store the setting. 

SETTING THE ALARM 

You can set an alarm to sound every day 
at a preset time. 

Note: If you do not press a button for 
more than 30 seconds, the time display 
returns. 

1. In time mode, press MENU. RL 
appears. 

2. Hold down MENU for about two sec- 
onds. The hour digit flashes. 

3. Repeatedly press or hold down or 
m to enter the hour. PfR appears to 
indicate a PM hour. 
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4. Press MENU to store the setting. The 
minute digits flash. 

5. Repeatedly press or hold down or 
m to enter the minute. 

6. Press MENU to store the setting. ► 
appears on the display. When you 
set the alarm time, the alarm is auto- 
matically set to on. 

7. Press MENU again to return to the 
time display. 

TURNING THE ALARM OFF 
AND ON 

1. To turn the alarm off, with the time 
displayed, press MENU. fiL appears. 

2. Press or m until ►disappears. 
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3. Press MENU. The time display and RL 
disappear. 

4. To turn the alarm back on, press 
MENU. RL appears. 

5. Press ►+•! or m until ► appears. 

6. Press MENU. The time display 
appears with ►. 

At the set alarm time, the alarm 
sounds for about 30 seconds and ► 
flashes. To silence the alarm sooner, 
press any button. 

Note: If the recorder is in the record- 
ing mode at the set alarm time, the 
alarm does not sound even when the 
alarm is set to on. ► flashes for 
about 30 seconds. To stop ► from 
flashing, press any button. 
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□ Recorder 
Operation 

For the best results, place the recorder 5 
to 9 inches (13 to 23 cm) from the audio 
source. To find the optimum distance be- 
tween the recording source and the re- 
corder, experiment with various 
distances. 

To access the recording mode, press 
REC/STOP or PLAY/STOP. If you press 
REC/STOP, the recorder starts to record a 
new message and REC flashes. 

You can select a folder, enable or disable 
voice-activated recording (VOX), and set 
the keytone to on or off at any time. See 
“Programming the Recorder” on Page 22. 


Recorder Operation 
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Note: If LOCK flashes for about two sec- 
onds and the recorder remains in time 
mode, the controls are locked. See 
“Locking the Recorder's Controls” on 
Page 21 for unlocking instructions. 

The display shows information about the 
status of the recorder. 

• The selected folder appears in the 
top left corner. 

• The current message number and 
the total number of messages in the 
selected folder appear in the top 
right corner ( 1/5 indicates message 
one of five, with 1 being the current 
message number and 5 being the 
total number of messages). 

• The battery status appears below 
the recorder folder. 
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• The duration of the selected mes- 
sage appears near the bottom of the 
display, mm represents minutes and 
SEC represents seconds. 

To conserve battery power, the recorder 
automatically returns to time mode if you 
do not press a button for about 30 sec- 
onds. To return to time mode sooner, 
press MENU. 

LOCKING THE 
RECORDER S CONTROLS 

The recorder’s controls can be locked so 
its settings are not accidentally changed. 

To lock the recorder's controls, slide 
LOCK in the direction of the arrow. LOCK 
appears. LOCK flashes if you press a but- 
ton. 
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To unlock the recorder’s controls , slide 
LOCK in the opposite to the direction from 
the arrow. LOCK disappears. 

PROGRAMMING THE 
RECORDER 

Note: You cannot program the recorder 
while recording or playing back messag- 
es. 

1. In the recording mode, hold down 
MENU until FILE appears and either 
S or 0 flashes. REffifilfl and the 
remaining recording time in the 
selected folder appears. Up to 16 
minutes of recording time and up to 
99 messages are available in each 
folder. 

2. Repeatedly press m or to select 
0 or ® . 
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3. Press MENU when the desired folder 
flashes to confirm it. VOX appears 
and either OFF or On flashes. 

4. Press m or ►►ito set voice-activated 
recording to OFF or On. 

5. Press MENU to confirm the setting. 
bEEP appears and either OFF or Of! 
flashes. 

6. Press m or mh to select OFF or On. 
When the key tone is turned on, a 
confirmation beep sounds whenever 
you press a button.

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RECORDING 

If you enabled voice-activated recording 
(see “Programming the Recorder” on 
Page 22), VOX appears and recording be- 
gins whenever the recorder detects 
sound. REC and VOX flash. 

Note: If the recorder does not detect 
sound for a few seconds during record- 
ing, the recorder stops, and REC and VOX 
stop flashing. 

Or, follow these steps to record manually. 

1. In the recording mode, select the 
folder you want to use (see “Pro- 
gramming the Recorder” on 
Page 22), then press REC/STOP to 
start recording. 
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As you record, REC flashes and the 
current message number and 
elapsed recording time appear. 

2. To view the available recording time 
left in the folder, hold down MENU. 
REfTtRlfl appears and the remaining 
recording time appears. Release 
MENU to resume normal recording. 

3. To stop manual recording, press 

REC/STOP. 

Notes: 

• When you begin recording in the 
selected folder, the recorder assigns 
a number to your message and the 
number appears on the display. Mes- 
sage numbers are sequentialy 
assigned from 1-99. 
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• The built-in Audio Gain Control 
(AGC) automatically sets the record- 
ing level. 

• When the number of stored mes- 
sages in a folder reaches 99 or 16 
minutes of recording time is used,

PLAYING BACK MESSAGES

Erasing All Messages in a 
Folder 

1. Select the folder that contains the 
messages you want to erase.

ERRSE uiESSRSE flashes and RLL 
appears. 

3. Press ERASE again to erase all mes- 
sages in the folder you selected. 
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□ Care 

Keep the recorder dry; if it gets wet, wipe 
it dry immediately. Use and store the re- 
corder only in normal temperature envi- 
ronments. Handle the recorder carefully; 
do not drop it. Keep the recorder away 
from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the record- 
er’s internal components can cause a 
malfunction and might invalidate its war- 
ranty and void your FCC authorization to 
operate it. If your recorder is not perform- 
ing as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.

RESETTING THE 
RECORDER 

If your recorder is exposed to a strong 
static electrical charge, it might lock up or 
the display might dim. If this happens, 
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use a pointed object, such as a straight- 
ened paper clip, to press RESET on the 
back of the recorder. All settings return to 
the factory set values. 

Note: Resetting the recorder does not 
erase stored messages. 

REFORMATTING THE 
RECORDER 

Important: Reformatting the recorder 
erases all stored messages. 

After a prolonged period of usage, you 
might not be able to use all of your re- 
corder’s recording time. If this happens, 
reformat the recorder by holding down 
ERASE, then pressing RESET. All settings 
are reset and all messages are deleted.
